LAWTON’S DOINGS. 
[A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 1.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Manila says: “Gen. 
Lawton is at Bambabong, twenty miles 
south of Bayombong, in the Caygayen 
Valley. He is in telegraphic communi- 
cation with the insurgents over the 
wire in their possession;-and the com- 
manders of opposing forces are consid-

OFFICIAL REPORTS. 
P. DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—Gen. Otis’s 
advices to the War Department today 
show, ‘that the advance into the -in- 
terior is being vigorously pushed, and 
the American troops céntinue to drive 
back and disperse the scattered bands 
encounteréd. He states that Capt. 
Warwick, Eighteenth Infantry, was 


| killed in an engagement at Passi, Iloilo 


province, on the 26th ult. Gen. Otis’s 


dispatch is as follows: 


“MANILA, Dec. 1.—Hughes reports 
from central Panay that Iloilo province, 
one-third of island, cleared of 
surgents. By forced marches with two 
battalions from Lambuano, by way of 
Calinoag, he engaged enemy at Passi 
on 26th ult., and drove him with loss 
to the mountains in detached bodies, 
capturing ten field pieces, of which two 
are breech-loaders; also nine rifles and 
several thousand rounds small-arm am- 
munition. Hughes’s casualties, Capt. 
Warwick, Eighteenth | Infantry, and 
Private Daniel W. Humphreys, 
Eighteenth Infantry, killed. He re- 
ports his troops in excellent health. Is 
now converting wheel into pack trans- 
portation for purpose of entering moun- 
tains. Expected that he will pass on to 
Capiz, northern coast of island. 

“Dispatches from Lawton indicate 
that Bayombong was captured on the 
28th ultimo. Trails over mountains im- 
practicable for wheel transportation of 
any kind. Troops have subsisted on rice 
and scant supply of that. MacArthur's 
several minor en- 
gagements, capturing men and rifles. 
Bell capture in mountains. includes 
fourteen modern guns, all in good con- 
dition. Over fifty pieces of artillery cap- 
tured by troops of corps in last three 
weeks. 

“Oregon brought in 106 Spanish pris- 
oners from Vigan yesterday; 94 re- 
ceived by rail previous evening. Young, 
with three troops cavalry and March’s 
battalion of the Thirty-third Infantry, 
should have reached Vigan yesterday. 

“Conditions at Zamboanga are sat- 
isfactory. Additional ordnance sur- 
rendered, consisting of four field pieces, 
seventeen rifles and a quantity of am- 
munition. Natives in adjoining towns 
are visiting the city, and native mil- 
itary bands are serenading the troops. 
The Thirty-first Infantry leaves Ma- 
nila this evening to garrison several 
stations on the Mindanao coast; no dif- 
ficulties anticipated.”’ 


OPEN- DOOR POLICY. 
EUROPEAN POWERS CHECK IT. 
[A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT,] 
CHICAGO, Dec. 1.—A'special to the 
Tribune from Washington says in- 
guiry among foreign representatives 
developed the fact that the open-door 
policy of the administration has -re- 


‘ceived something of a check from the 


European powers who wish to drive a 
sharp bargain with respect tothe 
Philippines. They were _ asked for 
written assurances that in case of the 
partition of China, they would. main- 


_tain the open-door ‘policy in their re- 


spective spheres of influence. 

“If we do,” they -answer in effect, 
though not_as yet officially, ‘will there 
also be an open door in the Philip- 


| pines ?’’ 


On an affirmative answér to this 
question is said to depend some, if not 
all, of the desired assurances’ from 
the European powers. This has placed 
the administration in a quandary, so 
it is said, because promises of an open- 
door policy in the Philippines cannot 
be given at the present time. 

Foreign diplomats have learned of 
the fact that a portion of the report 
of the insular commission was not in- 
cluded in the published synopsis. The 


commission in its investigation of the 


tariff question, as applied to the new 
possessions, came to the conclusions 
that when these islands are once 


brought under the general civil power 


of the United States internal revenue 
and customs laws were to be applied 
to them equally with the rest or the 
country. The report of the commis- 
sion on this point is in the possession 
of Secretary Root. 

Under the constitutional provision 
that ‘‘all @uties, imports and excises 
shall be wniform . throughout the 
United States,” the insular commis- 
sion, in an elaborate brief citing prec- 
edents and decisions, found it would 
be impossible to prevent the extension 
of the tariff laws to the Philippines, 
Porto Rico and Hawaii. The .report 
holds that if the islands became part 
of the United States, the open-door 
policy cannot be applied.to them, 
cept during the period of military oc- 
cupation and purely as a war measure. 

If military rule in the Philippines 
continues indefinitely, or if a pro- 
tectorate is established, a tariff exclu- 
sive to the islands and against the 
United States, as well as Great 
Britain, France, Germany and Russia, 
could be applied, but not otherwise. 
This doctrine may not be held by the 
administration, but it is part of a 
strong official report and the Eu- 
ropean powers have become aware of 
that fact. 


MANAUENSE LEAKED. 
BURNS’S STARTLING STORY. 
[A. P. DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCSSCO, Dec. 1.—Arthur 
Burns, who was a butcher on the 
transport Manauense, returned 
from Honolulu, pie he left the ves- 
sel on account of sickness. Burns tells 
a startling tale of the voyage of the 
transport between this port and Hono- 
lulu. He says that ten men deserted 
the vessel at Honolulu. and but two 
ef the vacancies could be filled before 
the departure of the vessel from Hono- 
lulu. According to Burns the trans- 
port leaked three days after leaving 
port, and the condensers broke down. 
The refrigerating plant collapsed be- 
fore the vessel reached Honolulu. 
Burns states that the ship’s carpen- 
ter, who was called into consultation, 
regarding the condition of the vessel, 
was one of those who deserted at 
Honolulu. He states that the hold was 
so full of water that the floors of the 
lower staterooms were awash, and 
that he was compelled to seek a berth

THE MINDANAO INSURRECTION 


GUNBOAT CASTINE’S PART IN ITS 
SUPPRESSION. 
One Rebel Leader Assassinated and 
the Other Surrendered—Occupation 


of Zamboanga by American Blue- 
jackets—The Affair Skillfully Con- 


ducted by Commanéer Very. °

MANILA, Dec. 1, 8:35 a.m.—[By Mae 
nila Cable.J] The steamer Salvador, 
from Zamboanga, Island of Mindanao, 
which has arrived here, brings details 
of the oceupation of the town by Com- 
‘mander Very of the United States gu }- 
boat Castine. 

The revolutionists in Mindanao were 
led by Alvarez and Cali¥to,” who feft 
Luzon some time ago, and for th 
seven months had been stirring up the 
people, winning a considerable follow- 
ing. 
the lack of food resulting from the isl- 
and’s ‘blockade set the people against 
the revolutionists, and culminated in 
the assassination on November 15 of 
Calixto, a firebrand, and the real 
leader of the revolution, by Midel, 
Mayor: of the town of Tetuan. 

Midel, under a pretext, secured Ca- 
lixto’s presence in Tetuan, and when 
the Mayor’s guards were stationed, the 
latter fired a volley, killing Calixto in- 
stantly. Midel at once repaired to the 
Castiné and arranged with Commander 
Very for the occupation of Zamboanga. 
Commander Very asked that Datto 
Mandi, with 500 of his followers, sta- 
tioned on a neighboring island, come 
to Zamboanga. The following morning 
Midel raised the American flag over 
Zamboanga, the insurgents offering no 
resistance, and evacuating the town 
The Castine was saluted with twenty- 
one guns, and Commander Very landed 
a hundred bluejackets and took pos- 
session of the town and fortifications. 

Datto Mandi’s men arrived in the aft- 
ernoon. They were armed with wooden 
shields and swords, and were used on 
picket duty. 

Commander Very dispatched the gun- 
boat Manila on November 15 to Jolo 
to convey troops to reinforce him <A 
company of the Twenty-third Regiment 
under Capt. Nichols arrived on Novetn- 
ber 17, and two more companies fot}- 
lowed them shortly. Mandi’s followers 
then returned home. 


Alvarez sought to arrange for a 
surrender of the arms and artillery 
pieces. On the afternoon of November 


20 Midel called a meeting of the local 
chiefs, who formally deposed Alvarez 
as leader of the insurgents of the 
islands, and elected Midel President of 
the new insular government established 
under American sovereignty. 

The chiefs formally requested Com- 
mander Very to grant exemption from 
taxes until the reéstablishment of com.- 
mercial relations; permission to carry 
arms in the mountains; religious free- 
dom and the power to conduct loca! 
governments as they had previously 
done, which requests, pending -the ar- 
rival of Brig.-Gen. Bates, the military 
Governor of the district, the com- 
mander granted. 

Commander Very then affected an 
apparent reconciliation between Al- 
varez and Midel and their followers, 
Alvarez signing a formal resignation 
of the position of revolutionary leader 
on November 22 at a point on the coast 
near the rebel town of Mercedes. Al- 
varez delivered thirteen Nordenfeldts 
and Maxims with ammunition, which 
were stored on board the Castine. 
Eight Nordenfelds and Maxims were 
delivered to the; army in Zamboanga, 
as were also-ever two hundred rifles 
and ammunition. The artillery came 
into possession of the revolutionists 
from six Spanish gunboats bought by 
the army from Spain which the revolu- 
tionists looted before the Americans 
could get possession of them. 

Alvarez has only a dozen followers 
left, the remainder of the revolutionists 
having scattered and returned to their 
occupations. No fighting is expected. 

Commander Very, having started to 
occupy Zamboanga, is considered to 
have handled the situation in its many 
phases with. energy and diplomatic 
skill.

The after- 
noon papers took up their parable yes- 
terday from the morning press, and the 
weekly journals today ring the changes 
upon his new rendering of Salisbury’s 
simple theme that England's relations 
‘with both the United States and Ger- 
many were all that could be desired. 

Chamberlain is neither a diplomat nor 
a lawyer, but he Knows what is going 
on in the world, and how to make prae- 
tical use of the opportunities for influ- 
encing public opinion at home and 
abroad. He has directed attention to 
the good feeling now existing between 
the Anglo-Saxon and Teutonic races as 
a ‘fact of world-wide importance, and 
thereby he has helped to strengthen it. 
He used the phrase “triple alliance,” 
only to qualify it in the next breath by 
reducing it to an understanding based 
upon common interests, to which Mr. 
Reid referred at the New York Cham- 
ber of Commerce dinner, and Mr. 
Choate subsequently in London. 

The practical result is that everybody 
in England and Germany is talking 
about the era_of good feeling now open- 
ing in the relations between the three 
great progressive nations of the worid. 
Mr. Chamberlain may not be a diplo- 
mat, but in this instance he has helped 
to clear the atmosphere and bring the 
three countries into closer and more 
helpful relations.

NEW YORK, Dec. 1.—The Tribune’s 
correspondent at London cables as fol- 
lows: 
“The delay-in the publication of the 
casualty list, and full details of the 


battle of Modder River has not only - 


prolonged the deepened anxiety of the 
swarms of visitors at the War Office, 
but it has also revived criticisms of the 
shortcémings of the military staff re- 
sponsible for the organization of the 
army corps, and the direction of the 


campaign. 
“Methuen’s last battle remains a 
mystery, but it is plain that it would 


have heen won more easily if the Brit- 
ish army had been provided with more 
horse and field artillery, and especially 
with howitzer batteries capable of 
firing lyddite shelis. There is 
much fault-finding over the delay 
in sending out howitzer batteries, 
and the neglect of the admiralty 
to supply rapid sea transports for ar- 
The War Office 


tary writers agree that this was a seri- 
ous flaw in the preparations for the 
campaign. 

“The lack of an adequate force of 
cavalry is another obvious point of crit- 
icism, but the military staff will have 
a clear line of defense against this 
charge. It contends that India could 
not be stripped of its cavalry service, 
and that this branch, though small, 
meets the emergency of the war in 
South Africa. There wili be a strong 
effort made when Parliament meets to 
add several regiments of lancers and 
convert some battalions into mounted 
infantry, instead of having a single 
company of each regiment sprovided 

rith mounts,” 

While .the Queen received assur- 
ance from Methuen early yesterday 
that the wounded were doing well, and 
that the casualty list was held back 
owing to defective cable service, hour 
after hour, it was generally understood 
to be in the possession of the War Of- 
fice late in the evening, but it required 
careful checking of names. The impres- 
sion prevailed there that the losses 
would not be so serious as had been ap- 


prehended. 
Col. Sumner, the efficient military 
attaché of the American Embassy, 


stated yesterday that apart from pris- 
oners, the casualties on the British side 
had not been so heavy in this engage- 
ment as they were in the Santiago bat- 
tles. where 1200 were killed and 
wounded, out of 16,000 engaged. 

The similarity of the military situa- 
tions at the Modder and Tugela rivers 
is remarkable. Each relief column ig 


wthin twenty miles of the beleaguered 


garrison, and the river in each case has 
formed the line of Boer defense. 
In each quarter the military operations 
are concealed from view by a rigorous 
censorship, but both garrisons are 
known to be quite safe. 

From Natal there is Harmsworth’s 
War correspondent’s report that the 
British mounted infantry and artillery 
drove back Tuesday a body of Boers 
who were attempting to destroy the 
bridge ntar Colenso; that the Lady- 
“smith garrison had been heard from 
that day, and that the bridge at Frere 
was under rapid repair. 

A still later report from Pietermaritz- 
burg states that there had been a light 
artillery duet near Colenso and- that 
the Boers were holding the bridges. 

From Methuen’s force there was 
definite news yesterday apart from the 
casualty lists in official hands. The 
tone of the officials of the War Depart- 
ment was confident and there was no 
great degree of public anxiety, but 
hopeful feeling that the period of sus- 
pense would be brought-to a close 
within forty-eight hours by the relief 
of-beth—Kimberley and Ladysmith. 

An eminent Englishman remarked 
yesterday: “We may lack confidence in 
some of our generals as tacticians, but 
not in our soldiers as fighting men.

PRESSURE ON 
KIMBERLEY MUCH- RELIEVED. 


METHUEN’S. ADVANCES" HAVE HAD 
SOME EFFECT. 


Sorties Made by the Garrisons at 
Kimberley and Mafeking at the 
Same Time That Methuen Has Been 
Engaging the Enemy—More Men 
Needed to Whip the Boers. i 


{A. P. DAY: REPORT.) 

LONDON, Dec. 1—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.} While the rumors of the relief 
of Kimberley, current on the Stock Ex- 
change today, may be premature in 
their literal sense. there seems no doubt 
that the pressure on the garrison has 
been mueh lightened by Gen. Methuen's 
successes, and the actual relief of the 
place is likely to be a fact very soon. 

A clew to the urgent reasons which 
dictated Gen. Methuen’s hurried march 
may be found in Gov. Milner’s hint 
to the Relief Committee at Cape Town 
to prepare for the reception of 10,000 
refugees, indicating that the garrison 
must have had reason to fear the re- 
duction of Kimberley by starvation and 
disease. 

The most recent news from Kimber- 
ley comes by way of Pretoria, and al- 
most seems to show that Kimbetey 
and Mafeking are acting in concert 
with Gen. Methuen. for, at the time the 
battle was raging at Gras Pan, 
Col. Kekewich and 
made sorties and assailed the beleag- 
uerers. The result of- the Mafeking 
sortie is not known, but according to a 
dispatch from Pretoria, Col. Kekewich 
inflicted considerable loss on the Boers. 
two shells killing nine and wounding 
seventeen in a group. 

It is reported that Gen. Methuen re- 
sumed his northwest course Wednes- 
day in order to form a junction with 
the Kimberley forces Saturday or 
Sunday. It is suggested in some 
ters that the Boers have 
drawn from the north ef Cape Colony, 
and may be hurrying to attack Gen. 
Methuen’s rear, but, as reinforcements 
have been pushed rapidly forward from 
Orange River and De Aar, it its claimed 
they ought to circumvent such designs. 

A spécjal dispatch from Pretoria, 
dated Sunday, November 26, says there 
Was another sortie. from Mafeking 
Saturday, November 25. On the morn- 
ing of that day the chartered police 
attacked Eloffs fort with great deter- 
mination. The fight was progressing 
when the dispatch was sent. 

Several ambulance trains left Mafe- 
king, November 25, for the Free State, 
where heavy fighting was expected 
during the then coming _week, when 
the Boers, it was added, wouid resist 
the advance of the British in.the di- 
rection.of Kimberley. 

From*Lord Wolseley’s announcement 
that it had been decided to call out 
one more division, it appears clear 
that the War Office does not look fura 
speedy collapse of Boer resistance. 

The brief, telegrams coming from 
Natal and the central theater of the 
war convey little information about 
the situation. Naauw Poort reports, 
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been 
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that half the Dutch who responded to 
the Boer summonses for military 
service have now. returned to their 
homes, so, the serious civil 
troubles hampering Gen. Gatacre may 
be lessened and the military operations 
under his direction will commence. 
So far as known, the. Ladysmith re- 
lief force is still at Frere, though the 
‘bridge was perhaps sufficiently stable 
to permit of its passage November 
50, in which case the opposing forees 
may already have come in contact-near 
Colenso, -where apparently the Boers 
are strongly entrenched on the north 
side of the river. 
A special dispatch received here to- 
day from Frere, dated Tuesday, No- 
vember 28, says that while attempting

FINAL ACT IMPRISONMENT OF 
THE . VIOLATORS. 


Decision of Case of Wilkins and 
Butler of National Importance. 
First to Serve Time for the Offense 
of Removing Brands from Packages. 
Supreme Court Appeal Fails.

* PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 1.—After a 
legal battle in the United States court 
covering a period of over two years, 
Joseph Wilkins of Washington, D. C., 
and Howard Butler of ‘this city, were 
today sent to prison to serve sen- 
tences for having violated the law re- 
garding the sale of oleomargarine. 
Wilkins was sentenced to imprison- 
ment for six months and to pay a fine 
of $1500. and Butler to four months’ 
imprisonment and a fine of $500. 
Wilkins and Butler were wholesale 
dealers in oleomargarine in this city. 
They were caught in the act of re- 
moving the brands from packages of 
the commodity in January, 1897, and 
were indicted by the grand jury, their 
conviction following «shortly § after- 
ward. The case was appealed to the 
United States District Court of Ap- 
peals, and later taken to the United 
States Supreme Court. The appeal 
failed. 

The case is 6f natfonal importance, 
as Wilkins and Butler are. the first to 
be sent to prison for violating the oleo- 
inargarine law. Other dealers convicted.

STORM’S FURY | 
FELT ON THE GULF OF MEXICO. 


GREAT LOSS IN PROPERTY, AND 
LIVES REPORTED. | 


Several ‘Fishing Craft Missing. 
Three Bodies Washed Ashore—Hail- 
stones as Big as Footballs Fall in 
Some Sections Killing Hundreds of 
Head of Cattle.

ROCKPORT (Tex.,) Dec. 1.—Reports 
from points on the Gulf of this section 
show that the damage to property and 
loss of life by the recent storm was 
much greater than yp reported. A 
number of small fishing craft are miss- 
ing, With “their crews. The bedies of 
James Sanders and two other men not 
yet identified, have been found in the 
mouth of St. Charles ‘Bay. Several 
thousand head of sheep and hundreds 
of head of cattle were driven into the 
Gulf and drowned. One ranchman, 
George <A. Brundrett, lost over 3000 
head of sheep in this manner., 

-In Refugio and Aransas counties 
there was a terrific fall of hail, some 
of the stones being five inches in diam- 
eter. More than 700 head of cattle 
were killed by falling hail in the vicin- 
ity of Lamar. The window blinds and 
sashes and lights of every house in 
Lamar were riddled: Holes were 
knocked through the roofs of many, 
and weatherboards were splintered. 

The wind uprooted large trees and 
blew several houses from their founda- 
tions. Large tiocks of geese and ducks 
were killed. In fact, every bird and 
small animal within the storm’s path 
was killed.. One hundred and sixty 
dead pelicans were seen on the bay 
shore. The storm seems to have gath- 
ered its fury about fifteen miles south- 
east of Refugio increasing on its course 
toward the Gulf, its path being six 
miles wide.

HONOLULU ADVICES. 
MARCONI SYSTEM FOR HAWAII. 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] : 
HONOLULU, Nov. 23.—[Wired from 
Victoria, B. C., Dec. 1.] Contracts have 
been made for connecting all the isl- 


ands of the Hawaiian group by the 


Marconi system of wireless telegra- 
phy. F. J. Cross, who went to New 
York for the purpose of negotiating 
with the inventor of the system, re- 
turned on the steamer Australia. He 
states that he has secured exclusive 
rights to use the system here. The 
apparatus is to arrive here by Feb- 
ruary 1 and the system. will be in 
operation by March 1. 

Experiments are to be made here 
with a new cure for leprosy, which 
is said on reliable authority to have 
actually accomplished cures. The cure 
is a Venezuela shrub of which sam- 
ples were forwarded here by Surgeon- 
General Wyman of the United States. 

The shrub. which is credited with 
the power to eradicate the malady 
hitherto found to be _ incurable, is 
known in Venezuela as tantra, the 
botanical name being Jatropha cossy- 
_pifoli. The active principle is vio- 
lently toxic. 

Complete returns from all _ island 
sugar plantations, as made to the Ha- 
walian Planters’ Association, show 
that the crop for the year ending with 
September 30, amounted to 282,807 tons, 
valued at over $22,500,000. This is an 
increase of 53,393 tons over the previous 
year. Estimates of the coming crop 
indicate that there will be a like in- 
crease in this year’s crop. 

The transport Siam, which lost 365 
out of her load of 375 mules for Ma- 
nila in a typhoon off Japan, arrived 
here November 15 to take another lot 
for the army in the Philippines. 

The Pennsylvania and Olymp.a, car- 
rying the Thirty-ninth Infantry and 
part of the Thirty-fifth, from Portland, 
arrived November 15 and left the same 
day: During their stay here Sergt.

COURT HEARING RESUMED. 
P. DAY REPORT.]

VIDENCE OF UNSOUNDNESS.

“NAPA, Dec. 1.—At the opening of the 
afternoon session Court Reporter Cut- 
ter read his notes of the legal proceed- 
ings at Marysville. They indicated in- 
sanity culminating in murder in March, 
1894. Attendants Flanigan, Johnson 
and Gladden testified to the sanity of 
Buchanan. John Hawkes, a Supervisor, 
said there were manifestations of in- 
sanity in the patient, but that Bu- 
chanan usually preserved a placid de- 
meanor. 

On one occasion, when witness was 
visiting the superintendent, he heard 
tHe patient give expression to vigorous 
denunciations of the asylum manage- 
ment, and swear vengeance upon Dr. 
Gardner. On another occasion he heard 
Buchanan employ vulgar and abusive 
language concerning his treatment. 

At the evening session, Dr. J. W. 
Robertson, superintendent of a pri- 
vate insane asylum, and at one time 
assistant physician at the Napa 
Asylum, testified that he had no doubt 


| of Buchanan's insanity. Attorney Liv- 


ernash ehen read an account of Bu- 
chanan’s life, which, he said, showed 
that he was insane, ‘and could not re- 
cover. 


DARIUS’S EXCITING TRIP. 
DISABLED ON THE OCEAN. 
{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

VICTORIA (B. C.,) Dec. 1.—Mail ad- 
vices by steamer Warimoo state that 
the steamer Darius arrived at Adelaide, 
November 3, after an exciting trip 
through the breaking of her tail shaft 
while on her way from Melbourne to 
Ceylon. The second officer, Reginald 
Lyon Inslone; two passengers and five 
Lascars, who volunteered to obtain as- 
sistance to the vessel when her pro- 
peller had gone, sailed in one of the 
ship’s boats, August 18, for Padang, a 
port of the Sumatra coast just 650 
miles from her position at that time. 
For twelve days and. thirteen nights 
the little company battled with adverse 
gales, accompanied with almost in- 
cessant squalis of rain, interspersed by 
several calm and intensely hot days. 

They finally sighted a steamer bound 
west, August 30. She passed very 
close to the boat, but although the en- 
sign was flown upside down, and’ other 
distress signals were made, absolutely 
no notice was taken. 
still 150 miles from Padang and were 
forced to continue their battle with the 
elements, until September 1, when they 
attracted the attention of the Dutch 
steamer Reaet. The rescuing steamer 
was so small that the voyagers were 
forced to abandon their gallant little 
craft which had carried them within 


110 miles of Padang. The party was. 


taken to Calcutta via Batavia and 
Singapore, arriving at Calcutta the 
same day as the Darius was towed in. 


° CHAPLAIN SHIELDS’S CASE. 
THE COURT-MARTIAL GOES OVER.

COUNTY GOVERNMENT ACT. 


SUPREME COURT’S DECISION. 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 1.—The Sn- 
preme Court has rendered a decision 
fixing the meaning of a section of the 
County Government Act. The election 
of H. W. Curtz as Supervisor of 
First Supervisorial District of Alpine 
county, was contested on the ground 
that he was ineligible, as he had not 
been an’ elector of that district for a 
year preceding his election. The lower 
court held in favor of the contestant, 
L. Bergevn,: but the Supreme Court 
reverses this judgment. 

After stating that Curtz was a qual- 
ified elector of the county, the court 
says: “The County Government Act 
does not provide as a condition of 
eligibility to the office of Supervisor 
that the candidate must have been a 
qualified elector of the district which 
he represents, for at least one year.”’ 


WEEOTT A TOTAL WRECK. 
THRILLING STORY OF RESCUE. 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 
EUREKA, Dec. 1.—The steamer Wee- 
ott lies a total wreck on the south 
jetty of Humboldt Bay, having struck 
the rocks there, and of the twenty- 
four souls on board all are safe but 
two. One of the passengers, Mrs. 
Carmichael, a resident of Ferndale, 
Cal., and Gus Nelson, a seaman on the 
Weeott, lost their lives. Mrs. Carmi- 
chael was the first person the life-sav- 
ing crew tried to rescue. She was in 
the basket, which was on the life-line, 
run to the doomed vessel from the 
jetty. A big breaker struck the basket 
as she was almost in the arms of her 
rescuers, and she was swept away. 
Her body was not recovered, nor will 
it be unless the currents send it ashore. 
Gus Nelson, a sailor, was killed by 
the falling. of a spar, which struck 

him, breaking his neck. 

The Weeott went on the rocks at 
5:30 o’clock this evening. She had 
laid outside the bar nearly all the 
afternoon, waiting for a smooth spell 
to gain the inner harbor. At 5:30 
o'clock, though it was low tide, Capt. 
Burtis determined to make the _ at- 
tempt. He barely entered the passege 
when a great breaker struck the ves- 
sel astern, sweeping off her upper 
works as though they were cardboard, 
flooding the engine-room, putting out 
the fires and leaving her heip!ess. Ina 
few moments the big breakers swept 
her in upon the south side of the jetty,

Partition of the Samoan Islands 
Expected to Restore Peace Among 
the Inhabitants—Abrogation of the 
Treaty of Berlin—Representatives 
of the Powers May Sign Today.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—The British 
and German Ambassadors had several 
conferences with Secretary Hay today, 
relative to the treaty for the partition 
of Samoa, and it is understood the 
minor questions of phraseology, which 
remained open, were so reconciled that 
the way is clear for signing the docu- 
ment, probably tomorrow. 

MAY RESTORE PEACE. 
fA. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 1.—A special to the 
Herald from Washington says it is the 
expectation of the authorities that the 
treaty for the partition of Samoa will 
be signed at the~ State Department 
soon. Lord Pauncefote and Herr von 
Holleben, the British and German Am- 
bassadors, have presented their replies 
to the suggestions made by Secretary 
Hay, and, with an agreement reached 
on the several points in dispute, only 
the signatures of the representatives 
of the three governments are necessary 
to bind~ them to ending the co-do- 
minium, 

Before the treaty is-an accomplished: 
fact it will be necessary, of course,.to 


‘secure its ratification by the United 


States Senate, and although the ad- 
ministration expects to obtain ratifica- 
tion, it is preparing for a fight with 
the Senators opposed to expansion, 
headed by Senator Hoar. 

The treaty, to be signed by Secretary 
Hay for the United States, Lord 
Pauncefote for Great Britain and Herr 
von Holleben for Germany, will be in 
triplicate. 

It will provide for the abrogation of 
the treaty of Berlin, under which 
Samoa is governed at present; for the 
renunciation by Great Britain and Ger- 
many of all rights and claims to the 
islands of Tutuila and Ofoo and Manoa, 
eastward of the 17ist degree of longi- 
tude. Similarly, the United States re- 
linquishes all rights and claims to the 
islands of Savii and Upolo, and others 
west of the 171st degree of. longitude, 
which are ced>d to Germany,’ Great 
Britain concurring in such concession 
and withdrawing from the group. 

‘Free trade is authorized under an- 
other provision under which the three 
powers shall continue to enjoy for com- 
mercial purposes, all privileges enjoyed 
by the sovereign power in all ports 
opened to them. 

The authorities are satisfied that the 
result of the abrogation of the Berlin 
treaty will be to restore peace to 
Samoa. The mail advices from officers 
of the Abarenda continue to show that 
the natives are very friendly toward 
Americans, and are even being em- 
ploved in the work of establishing the 
coaling station at Pago Pago. 

Tt is expected after the treaty Is rati- 
fied that the President will inaugurate 
a scheme of government for Tutuila, to 
remain in force until Congress acts. 
This scheme the naval officers expect 
will be practically the same as that 
under which Guam jis being adminis- 
tered by Capt. Leary of the navy.

CHICAGO, Dec. 1—The News says 
today: 

“A $200,000,000 trust is in contempla- 
tion. There is every prospect that the 
American Sugar Company, the Glucose 
Refining Company and all of the so- 
called independent sugar refineries, will 
be consolidated. H. O. Havemeyer of 
the sugar combine, has, it is under- 
stood, secured an option on the Ar- 
buckle Sugar Company, the Goscher 
Company and the outside plants in 
Boston and New Orleans. This evening 
he will, it is said, receive a definite prop- 
osition from the Glucose company, 
when his representatives, who left Chi- 
cago last night, arrive in. New York. 
It has been ascertained that represen- 
tattves of the Havemeyer company 
have been in this city in conference 
with President C. H. Matthieson of the 
Glucose company, for several days. 
The result of these conferences, it is 
said, was an option on the Glucose 
company’s interests. 

“The important feature of the plan is 
that the American Sugar Company will 
increase its capitalization from $75,000,- 
000 to $200,000,000. It is understood that 
$30,000,000 of this will be given the 
Glucose people for their plant, and $20,- 
000,000 to the outside refineries and that 
the entire common stock will be put 
on an 8-per-cent. basis. The rate of dis- 
bursement on the preferred shares will 
not be changed, while the holders of 
ordinary stock will be allowed to sub-.- 
scribe for the new certificates at par. 

“The capital of the Glucose Refining 
Company is $40,000,000—$14,000,000 pre- 
ferred and $26,000,000 common, so that 
the certificates will be taken in pre- 
sumably at an average of $75 per share.

The mon- 
astery of Sao Bento, beautiful beyond 
compare, with its wealth of carving, 
quaint arches and Moorish’ Alhambra 
courts, was converted into barracks a 
few years ago, and now horses munch 
scant rations in the cloisters where 
monks mumbled their Ave Marias, 
while undersized, underfed Portuguese 
soldiers play cards in the long. refec- 
tory, and “‘cuss’’ with superabundance 
of h’s their hard lot of hunger and in- 
activity. 

One of the handsomest structures In 
Oporto is the archbishop’s palace, sit- 


uated on a jutting rock so high in air | 


thatit reminds you of Mahomet's coffin, 
suspended between earth and heaven, 
and you marvel that it has not dropped 
off long ago, -upon the housetops di- 
rectly beneath. Americans are not in 
high favor with His Worshipful High- 
ness just at present, and it is use- 
less to try to obtain an audience; 
but you may be graciously per- 
mitted to view the grand stairway—a 
famous work of art, which stands 
about third in the stairways of the 
world, reckoning that of the new Con- 


gressional Library of Washington at 
the head. 
Next in point of beauty, if not of 
costliness, is the English Factory 
House, of white granite, with elabo- 
rately wrought facade. It comprises 


on a magnificent scale all the appurte- 
nances of an up-to-date clubhouse, 
with ballroom, refreshment hall, li- 
brary, reading-rooms, card rooms, etc., 
and here the large but lonesome une: 
lish colony spends its leisure hours 

The new “Bolsa,”’ or Exchange, once 
the monastery of Sao Francisco, is 
one of the most beautifully decorated 
structures in Portugal. The walls and 
floors of its grand salon are entirely 
covered: with inlaid devices in the rar- 
pst woods of Brazil, highly polished, 
but in their natural colors—pale greens, 
dark reds, rose pink, browns, grays, 
ivory white and ebony, curiously inter- 
mingled. There are suites of lofty 
apartments, all elaborately decorated, 

a splendid glass-covered court set with 
eins and a magnificent reception- 
room, wherein the president of the 
Bolsa, with the dignitaries of the city. 
are wont to welcome distinguished | 
strangers, and now and then give swell 
fetes to the beauty and chivalry of 
Oporto. 

The. mint should be visited. where 
the enrious Portuguese coins are 
stamped; also the art gallery. the pub- 
lie library, with its 80.000 volumes. in 
all languages, living and dead. but 
English: and the great operahouse, 
with its tiers ahove tiers of shabbv 
-hoxes. Some of the boxes are equipped 
with black curtains, in which are peep- 
holes, for the accommodation of 
mourners in the depths of grief, who, 
according to local etiquette, may ‘not 
indulee in any secial divertisement 
for the space of one year from the 
date of bereavement, at which time 
they give a ball to celebrate the lift-: 
ing of the cloud of woe; and mean- 
_time, during the period of sectusion, 


they may look upon the passing show ft 


from the safe shelter of these .cur- |: 
tained boxes. themselves unseen. 
The Medical College, Aeademy of 


Navieation and Science, several other 
scientific and literarv institutions, and 
a dozen banks‘ and clubhouses, and 
daily newspaper offices, are all worth 


a visit. Nor should the vast Da Mis- 
eracordia Hospital be fergotten: nor 
three or four other asvlums for the 


sick. indigent and afflicted. Among 
the latter is the Foundling’s Home, 
with its swinging cradle in the rear 
wall, in which unwedded mothers may 
deposit their offspring, under the 
friendly cover of darkness, sure that 
the poor little jetsam of sin will be 
received and cared for by the good 
sisters inside, and that no embarrass- 
ing questions as to paterna) responsi- 
bility will ever be made. When the 
cradle in the wall swings around with 
its living burden, it rings a bel!, which 


summons the nun whose business it 
is to be always.within hearing, and the 
little one is at once conveyed to the 
nursery. All the tiny castaways of 
Portugal, having no names of their 
own, are given that of the bishop at 
their christening, together with the 
name of the saint, or saintess, on 
whose day they were brought to the 
asylum; and 
the foster father of several thousands, 
and his august name‘has become more 
common than Smith or Jones in the 
United States. A similar arrangement 
prevails in all Latin countries; and 
whether it is a wicked encouragement 
of vice, or vastly better than the 
Anglo-Saxon manner of leaving un- 
welcomed infants on doorsteps and 
byways, is yet a mooted question, 
which each mind may solve for itself. 

Oporto’'s well- appointed museum con- 
tains, among many other interesting 
articles, a more complete collection of 
Brazflian curiosities, especially the 
wonders of the Upper Amazon, than 
eyen the great Museo ‘of Rio de Ja- 
neiro; also a full representation from 
thé Azores Islands, the Canaries, and 
other Portuguese possessions. Most 
vAluable and interesting of all,  be- 
gause unique in its way, is. an old 
gallery of portraits of the royal family 
‘and other personages, spelled with a 


| dig P, who have figured in Portuguese 
history. 


Their “counterfeit presenti- 
ments” are all there, male and female 
—the six kings John, the two Doms 
Pedro, Catherine or Braganza, Ines de 
Castro, down to Pedro Segundo’s little 
grand-daughter, who died in Brazil 
just before his enforced retirement 
from the throne. Vasco da Gama, Al- 
buquerque, and other historic charac- 
ters, far more interesting to the world 
at large than those who were merely 
born to the purple, occupy obscure 
corners in the badly-lighted room, and 
in their quaint blaek costumes call to 
mind those mythical, but sometimes 
potent gentlemen, the Jack of Clubs 
and the Jack of Spades. A number of 
these long-dead scions of royalty do 
not sleep in Portugal, but thelr rest- 
less spirits wander—if ghosts do walk 
at all—about the scene of their great- 
est splendor and subsequent disaster, 
far across the sea. Roistering Don 
Juan VI, who, when sober, was all 
that could be expected of a Latin king, 
but when drunk allowed his soldiers 
to divert themselves by tossing squeal- 
ing pigs and Portuguese babies on 
their spears—was buried in the Ajuda 
Convent of Rio; as was also the late 
Emperor's mother, and sister, and the 
young daughter of Princess Isabella, 

The large English colony of Oporto 
has a church and cemetery of its own— 
the former, of course, Episcopalian. 
These exiled sons of Britain, who are 
the leading merchants and importers 
of the place, manage to make life- en- 
joyable here, in spite of the plague 
and the unpleasant climate—finding 
something very like that of the “right 
little, tight little island’ in the nasty 
fogs that every day come stealing up 
the Douro at the turn of the tide, 
shutting off the landscape as witha 
thick veil, within an inch or two of 
one’s nose. The few Englishmen who 
have families here live on the breezy 
heights above the unhealthful heart of 
the city, while the bachelor contingent 
inhabits the ‘‘Factory’’—a _ singular 
name, by the way, for so magnificent 
a club. There the male stranger within 
the gates is entertained right royally 
while visiting ladies are taken «are of 
by the English families on the hill-top. 
With commendable national pride, ihe 
first thing these good people will show 
you when setting out to ‘‘do” the town, 
is the great double-decked bridge over 
the Douro, which marks the site of the 
Duke of Wellington’s famous passage 
of the river, in the spring of 1809, when 
he surprised and put to flight Soult’s 
army of double his own numerical 
strength. 

There are two rather handsome rail- 
way stations in Oporto—one sending a 
line to the foot of the eastern moun- 
tains, via the frontier town of Valen- 
cia, on the Hinho; the other running 
up the. valley of the Douro, to Pizo da 
Ragoa, where it fords a junction with 
the Spanish road from Madrid to Paris, 
thus materially shortening the journey 
from Lisbon to the French capital. 

It is astonishing how much business 
is transacted in Oporto, every day in 
the year. Aside from the manufac- 
tories which have given it the pseudo- 
nym of ‘“‘The Manchester of Portugal,” 
—the royal tobacco works, royal soap 
factory and other crown monopolies, 
there are manufactories of silk and 
cotton hosiery, of silk brocades, and 
cloth of gold, lace, buttons, glassware, 
pottery, furniture, gloves and a dozen 
other articles, employing several thous- 
and skilled workmen. Excellent linen 
is also made and exported; leather 
goods, ropés, rails and other things 
pertaining to the vast shipping inter- 
ests: and the goldsmith’s work of 
Oporto is famous the world over. The 
export of “‘port’ wine alone amounts 
to many millions a year. Next comes 
oranges and oil; then grapes, lemons, 

onions, preserves and wool. England 
has the lion's share of all this—nothing 
but a little wine coming to America, 
and only our codfish going to Oporto.

MADE A FORTUNE IN MISSOURI 
ZINC MINES. 


Checkered Career of the Adventurer 
Who but Recently Got Out of the 
Los Angeles County Jail—He At- 
tributes His Troubles to the Agents 
of a Railroad.

OMAHA (Neb...) Dec. 1.—[LExclusive 
Dispatch.] An evening paper publishes 


a dispatch from Joplin, Mo., stating 
that Clifton E. Mayne had sold lead 
and zinc land and leases, realizing a 
handsome fortune. Mayne is weil 
known here, where he began his busi- 
mess career fifteen or twenty years 
ago. 

Quitting a position as operator in 
the Western Union office, he opened 


a real estate office on Farnum street, 
Getting options, in 1885, on some land 
near town, he platted it and soid it 
off at boom prices, realizing a large 
sum. This success was repeated. He 
enlarged his offices, employing many 
men and drove his customers to view 
property in handsome coupes, attended 
by liveried drivers. 

He bought a number of fine horses 
and a stock farm near town and ex- 
panded very rapidly into the im- 
portance of a leading citizen. Every- 
thing he touched turned into money. 
He made several men in Omaha rich, 
as well as amassing a large fortune 
for himself, at one time said to amount 
to $1,000,000. He started a bank and 
got some of the big men of the town 
to go in with nim, but he invested too 
heavily. did not reckon on a 
slump, which came and pushed him 
to the wall. 

Mayne left Omaha in 1889, a bank- 
rupt, and there are judgments -hang- 
ing over him here now. He went to 
Utah, and then to Idaho, where he 
sought to promote a big irrigation 
scheme. Times were dull and he failed. 

Next he went to San _ Francisco, 
where his operations in connection 
with ‘a street-car franchise are well 
known. His troubles there and later 
at Los Angeles he attributes to the 
agents of a railroad which fought the 
project he sought to promote. Mayne 
has sent documents to his friends here 
alleging his innocence of the serious 
charges upon which he was tried.

Secretary Makes Public an Ad- 
vanced Report of the Maritime 
Canal Company of Nicaragua—Rea- 
sénable Expenditures for the Irriga- 
tion of Arid Lands are Advocated. 


NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—-The annual 
report of Secretary of the Interior 
Hitchcock, made public tonight, while 
summing up the work in all the bu- 
reaus, is of especial interest by rea- 
son of its statements regarding pen- 
sion policies. At the close of the tiscal 
year there were 991,519 pensioners, a 
decrease of 2195 during the year. The 
average annual value of all pensions 
was $132.74. The Spanish war probably

will increase the pensions during the 


coming fiscal year. The Secretary 
concurs in the recommendations pro- 
viding that no pension be granted to 
commence prior to the date of filing 
the claim, and urges legislation to 
definitely construe the act of June 27, 
1890, relating to widows’ pensions. 


Regarding yr he says: “In order 
to more exactly define the words 
‘means of support,’ -I approve the 


recommendation of the Commissioner 
of Pensions, that the act of June 27, 
1890, be so amended that a pensionaple 
status be granted to widows whose 
income, independent of the proceeds 
of their daily labor, is not in excess of 
$250 per annum.” 

The report also recomends legislative 
authority for biennial examinations of 
pensioners; legislation prohibiting the 
payment of “any compensation what- 
ever to pension attorneys and agents 
for any service in connection with any 
claim or proceedings under the pen- 
sion laws, except as such may within 
certain limits be fixed by Congress.”

Poetry should be especially read to 
give a proper attitude of mind, a habit 
of thinking of noble things, of keep- 
ing the spirit in harmony with beauty, 
goodness, strength and love. A. poem 
like Tennyson's “In Memoriam" is 
worth more than a dozen popular nov- 
els. Of all kinds of literature poetry is 
the most stimulating and refining. The 
poet is the best representative of the 
spirit of his age. To read what he cre- 
ates is to recreate in one’s own mind 
the images and pictures which he first 
conceived and then expressed in verse. 
If a girl has no desire to read poetry 
there is some defect in her training. 
Children love poetry... To ignore poetry 
is to slight those productions which 
Shelley calls “the best and happiest 
thoughts of the best and happiest 
minds.” The main purpose of poetry 
is to give pleasure, and pleasure of a 
kind, if the choice is well made, that. 
will. qQlevate and ennoble. “More and 
more,” says Matthew Arnold, “mankind 
will discover that we have to turn to 
poetry to interpret life for us, to console 
us, to sustain us.” 
VARIETY IN READING 

If general reading is desirable for 
men, it is also desirable, if only in a 
less degree. for women Fiction and 
poetry have been considered more at 
length because they necessarily and 
properly will receive much. attention. 
from most girls. It is a pity that young 
women so _ often lack general informa- 
less 
attractive if she has an intelligent com- 
prehension of the many public matters 
discussed in the newspapers. She does 
not necessarily become an advocate of 
female suffrage by understanding po- 
litical questions. The social and _ eco- 
nomic problems of our times affect the 
welfare of both men and women. ; 
* A girl should include biography and 
history in her readi g courses. The for- 
mer is especially valuable for young 
persons. To know the lives of distin- 
guished people is to know, to a great 
extent, all the knowledge and _ “*°re- 
sources of their times. The study of 
biography furnishes us with valuable 
ideals for life’s. duties and it cures us 
of affectation. It supplies us with the 
accumulated wisdom of the past and 
increases our regard for the divinegat- 
tributes gvhich have been implanted in 
the human heart. A girl is filled. with 
new inspiration when she reads the life 
of a good woman. Biography is more 
valuable than ficffon because it holds 
up possible ideals. History, also, if prop- 
erly studied, gives a broader view to 
woman’s influence as a social factor. It 
should not be regarded as an account. 
of battles and sieges, nor should it sug- 
gest the memorizing of dates or the 
enumeration of what is given in genea- 
logical trees. Young“persons may ref#d- 
ily understand and appreciate history if 
regard is had to historic landmarks, or 
if they are taught to see how smaller 
events are connected with larger ones: 
If the imagination has been properly 
trained there will be no danger of 
fanciful impressions gaining an advan- 


tage. The power of drawing correct con- 
clusions will be cultivated and the 
power of realizing truth will be height- 
ened. It is unreasonable to limit the 
range of a woman’s thoughts any mere 
than those of a man to the daily rou- 
life. The efforts 
necessary to provide a living will de- | 
mand much attention, but women no 
more than men can live on bread elone. 

Any advice for girls regarding read- | 
ing courses would be defective that 
to periodical 
literature. The home should. be pro- 
vided with newspapers and magazines, 
and preference should be given to those 
clean in tone and bright in character 
A good daily newspaper may furnish 
the family with topics of valuable con- 
versation.

out of the two measures will be 
evolved one which can pass both houses 
without serious opposition. It is to be 
hoped, however, that whatever changes 
may be made, the declaration in favor 
of the gold standard will be retained, 
and that it will be made as explicit as 
words can make it. Nothing is to be 
gained, and much would be lost, by tem- 
porizing or equivocating on this phase 
of the currency question. The experi- 
ences of the past few years have 
demonstrated, to an absolute certainty, 
the wisdom and the safety of adherence 
to the gold standard, and it would be 
folly to retreat at this time.

An order recently taken by the Car- 
negie Company aggregated 180,000 tons, 
being the largest order for rails ever 
given, 

Commenting upon this subject, the 
Bankers’ Magazine, of London, in a re- 
cent issue said: 

“Our steel-rail mills have allowed 
themselves to be cutdistanced by their 
younger rivals across the Atlantic. 
They profess to be as busy as_ the 
Americans, and to be only losing orders 
they could not execute for years. to 
come. But it hardly accords with that 
explanation that their production de- 


clines almost at the same rate that the 


American production increases. Their 
aggregate outturn in 1898 (751,591 tons) 
was fully £8 per cent. smaller than that 
of the preceding year, which had been 
921,131 tons. Concurrently with this 
shrinkage of 170,000 tons, the American 
mills showed a gain of nearly double. 
The ocutturn of 1807 was 1,644,520 tons, 
and that of 1898 rose to 1,975,702 tons— 
a gain of 332,000 tons, or 20 per cent., 
in twelve months. |Our relative posi- 
tions at the present time are not at all 
flattering for us. In-a few years the 
Americans have overhauled and_ shot 
ahead of us so thoroughly that’ they 
can now make and sell more than double 
the quantity of steel rails we can. Our 
1898 aggregate of 751,000 tons con- 
trasts oddly with their 1,976,000 tons. 
We may well rub our eyes and ask if 
it can be true that there are 
masters still alive among us who built 
American railroads with English ma- 
terials, and financed them with English 
money? The tables have indeed been 
turned on us since the late Mr. Craw- 
shay, of Cyfartha, supplied the rails for 
the original line of the Illinois Central, 
and took payment for them ht 7 per 
cent. land-grant bonds. Then, again, 
take Bessemer steel ingots,,an English 
invention, and for years almost a mo- 
nopoly of English makers. The same 
tendency reappears there in a_ still 
stronger form expansion the 
, a€companied by shrink- 
age on outs. In 1897 the combined out- 
put of all our Bessemer steel works was 
1,884,155 tons of ingots, against 5,475,- 
3r5 tons from American mills. Next 
year (1898) our output: declined to 
1,759,386 tons, while the Americans had 
a further expansion to 6,609,017 tons. 
Our loss of 135,000 tons has to be con- 
trasted with an American gain of 
1,134,000 tons. The annual increase of 
the American mills may, at that rate, 
soon equal qur entire production.” 


The iron industry is not the only 
one in which American manufacturers 
have forged to the front in the face of 
all competition, though it is perhaps

Twenty years ago 
the cotton grown in the Carolinas was 
all sent to the factories in the New 
England States, principally to Lowell, 
Mass.

per pound. I saw a trainload of cotton 


moving from Selma, Ala., to the fac- 
tory at Durham, N. C. Much to my as- 
tonishment I found that most of the 
cotton manufacturers were high protec- 
tionists. 

“Pig iron, two years ago in Birm- 
ingham, Ala., was selling for $7.50 per 


ton. Now it is selling for $18 per ton. 
In Missouri the price of zinc has 


doubled in two years. A son of Adlai

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—Dealing as 
it does with large questions of in- 
Sular policy; of army reorganization, 
of the future of Cuba and of the cam- 
paign in the Philippines, the first an- 
nual report of Secretary of War Root, 
just made public, is of exceptional in- 
terest. 

Frequent reference is made to the 
report of Gen. Otis to show the mag- 
nitude of the'task set for him in the 
Philippines, with the inadequate forces 
at his command when the outbreak 
came, and a high tribute is paid to 
the courage of the troops, who, in the 
face of great harships; voluntarily 
consented to forego an immediate re- 
turn to their homes upon the expira- 
tion of their terms of service. 

The history of the operations of the 


past season is recounted, and _ the 
Secretary outlines the plan of the 


present campaign which began in Oc- 
tober. This involved the movement 
of three separate forces. One was to 
proceed up the Rio Grande along the 
northeastern borders of the plains and 
Strike across to the Gulf of Lingayen. 
Another was to land on the guif shores 
by transports and proceed along the 
coast road to unite with the first 
force. A third column was tto strike 
Straight along the railroad to Dagu- 
pan. The Secretary says these move- 
ments were executed with energy, 
rapidity and success, notwithstanding 
deluges of rain. 

A chapter teHs of what has been 
done in Cuba by the army during the 
past year. Order has been § main- 
tained; social distress has been alle- 
viated; sanitation has been instituted, 
and in all respects satisfactory proy- 
ress has been made, and the part 
played by our troops now is but the 
restraining influence of their  pres- 
ence. As order has been. restored, the 
force of troops has been reduced, and 
orders have recently, been given for 
the withdrawal of eight companies. of 
infantry and eight troops of cavalry. 

In Porto Rico, the: year has been 
devoted to administering and improv- 
ing the civil government of the isl- 
and, and instructing the people in the 
rudiments of self-government, at every 
step in conference with leading citi- 
zens. 

A compliment is paid to Gen. Lud- 
ington’s administration of the Quar- 
termaster’s Department, and it is said 
that owing to the experience acquired, 
the entire movemtnt involved in the 
transportation of a large army to the 
Philippines has been accomplished 
practically without loss of life, disease 
or injury to health. The clothing of 
the army, too, was satisfactory. and the 
food of good quality and furnished 
promptly. The health of the army has 
been remarkably good and’ the report 
shows that the death rate among sol- 
diers in the Philippines from disease 
is only 17.20, considerably less than in 
Washington, Boston, San Francisco, 
New York and Baltimore. The soldiers 
killed in battle and dying of wounds 
numbered 477, and the entire mortality’ 
was 843 for the past ten months. 

The Secretary deals at great length 
with the problem of insular govérn- 
ment. He recalls the fact that the 
in Congress 
alone the determination of the civil 
representatives and political status of 
the hative inhabitants of the terri- 
tories ceded to the United States. He 
argues that this limitation completely 
deprives these people of the right to 
have the islands treated as States or 
as territory previously acquired has 
been treated, or even to assert a legal 
right under the provision of the Con- 
stitution which was established for the 
people of the United States themselves. 
Nevertheless, he assumes that the in- 
tention is to give to them, to the great- 
est possible extent, individual freedom, 
self-government, in accordance with 
their capacity, just and equal laws, an 
opportunity for education, for profit- 
able industry and for development and 
civilization. 

He takes up Porto Rico, first as pre- 
senting the simplest problem, and after 
discussing the present conditions there. 
emphasizing the ignorance of the peo- 
ple of any modern system of govern- 
ment, he holds that they should be 
provided with the kind of administra- 
tion to which we have been accus- 
tomed, with just as much participa- 
tion on their part as it possible with- 
cut enabling their inexperience to make 
it ineffective, and with opportunities 
for them to increase their capacity for 
government. The-Secretary lays stress 


J upon past failures because of the re- 


fusal of a defeated minority to par- 
ticipate further in government which, 
he says, is precisely the cause of the 
continual revolutions in the West 
Indies and Central America, and marks 
a rudimentary stage of political de- 
velopment. 

To meet the case he suggests a 
statutory. declaration as to what laws 
shall be extended to the Porto Ricans, 
with provision for Federal officers to 
execute them and for a Federal judi- 
ciary with appeal to the United States 
Supreme Court. There should be a 
form of local insular government sub- 
ject to Congressional limitation, a 
Governor ©: pointed by the President 
and confirmed by the Senate, the chief 
officers appointed in like manner, and 
a legislative council, composed of the 
chief officers of the State and a mi- 
nority selected by the President from 
the citizens of the island. The muni- 
cipalities are to be governed by mayors 
and councils elected by them with offi- 
cers subject to removal by the Gov- 
ernor. It would be better to wait for 
a time before an elective legislature is 
Suffrage should be limited 
to those who read and write, or owna 
small amount of property. Porto Ricans 
should be chosen for offices they are 
able to fill. 

American officials should be limited 
in number to the barest necessities, and 
should then be chosen by civil-service 
methods. Education should be at the 
cost of the community, defrayed from 
the insular treasury, and, if necessary, 
assisted bv the United States. »The 
Spanish civil code should be continued 
in force with such radical modifications 
as experience suggests. The Secretary 
says that the trouble has not been that 
the law was defective or vicious, but 
that it was never fairly and honestly 
administered. Any‘attempt to substi- 


tute in these southern islands a system 
of laws based on the experience and 
characteristics of a New England com- 
munity would be both oppressive and 
futile. 

It is pointed out that a similar course 


law-abiding. It is pointed out that the 
inability of two-thirds of the people to 
read and write, their lack of experience 
in government, and the factional feel- 
ing left by bloody conflicts make it 
necessary to proceed somewhat slowly 
in the formation of a government. It 
is said that by the termination of the 
year allowed by treaty for the Spanish 
population to elect whether to become 
Cubans or remain Spaniards, it will be 


for the first time possible to determine |} 


who are Cuban citizens, entitled to take 
part in that government. By that date, 
April 11 next, the census will have been 
completed, and we shall be ready to 
provide for municipal elections, placing 
local government in the hands of the 
citizens, and these local governments 
will form a representative convention 


to frame a constitution and provide for 


a general government of the island, to 
which the United. States will surrender 
the reins of government. . 

The Secretary devotes some attention 
to the unfortunate plight of the Cuban 
sugar-producers, owing to the competi- 
tion of European beet sugar, with pos- 
sible free sugar from Porto Rico, and 
discriminating duties in favor of West 
Indian sugar. He shows that, paying 
our duty, the Cuban sugar would real- 
ize but 2.69 cents per pound for the 
producer, against 2.71 cents for the Ger- 
man, and suggests as a curative meas- 
ure some tariff arrangements by which 
Cuban products may be imported into 
the United States on the same terms as 
those proposed for Jamaica in the pend- 
ing recivrocity treaty. - 

Extended statements as to govern- 
ment in the Philippines is waived, be- 
cause of the full report which will be 
presented by the Philippine commis- 
sion. Reference is made to the negotia- 
tions between Gen. Bates and the 
Sultan of Sulu, and it is pointed out 
that it is not only subject to Congres- 
sional approval, but. the Sultan has 
been informed that such approval 
should not carry with it the consent of 
the United States to the existence of 
slavery in the islands. 

A strong recommendation is- made 
for the laying of a Pacific cable, as a 
matter of great military and political 
importance. The cost of such a eable 
is placed at not exceeding $8,500,000, 
running by way of Hawaii, ake Is- 
land and Guam from San Francisco to 
Maniia. 

The Secretary deals in a forceful 


-| manner with the subject’of post ex- 


changes. He expresses his agreement 
with the construction of the statute on 
this point, laid down by the Attorney- 
General, and produces statistics from 
the United States forces at posts and 
elsewhere to show that the overwhelm- 
ing testimony of the army is to the 
effect that the present regulation has 
promoted the temperance, discipline, 
morals and health of the enlisted men, 
and that in the interest of morality 
and effective service it should be re- 
tained. The Secretary says: 

“The political question to be consid- 
ered is not whether soldiers should 
drink or not drink, but whether they 
should be permitted to drink beer in 
camp, surrounded by the restraining 
influences of discipline and good as- 
sociation, or whether they should be 
driven to drink bad whisky in the vile 
resorts which cluster araund the limits 
of every military post and camp, and 
especially around those in which prohi- 
bition is maintained. I have no doubt 
that the present regulation furnishes 
the wise answer to. this question.” 

Under the head of river and harbor 
improvements, the Secretary, while 
characterizing the estimates as gen- 
erally meritorious, states that he has 
felt it necessary, in view of the ex- 
traordinary appropriations for mili- 
tary purposes, to reduce the estimates 
of the Chief of Engineers from $21,906,- 
to $14,993,741. 

Other recommendations are that Gen. 
Shafter should be retired with the rank 
of major-general, and that a statue of 
Gen. Grant should be erected in the 
national capital. 

One of the most important chapters 
of the report deals with the subject of 
army reorganization, and on this point 
the Secretary makes some most radical 
recommendations, pointing out the in- 
adequacy of the present system and in- 
sufficiency of the force. Starting with 
the premise that the real object of 
having an army is to provide for war, 
the Secretary proceeds to outline a 
scheme of reform, supported by a suc- 
cinctargument to demonstrate its neces- 
sity.| He first lays down the necessity 
of a’ systematic study of responsible 
officers of plans of action under all 
contingencies of possible conflict. and 
points out the lamentable disadvan- 
tage we are in in this respect, as 
shown by our past experience, more 
especially with regard to the mob’li- 
gation and encampment and training 
of volunteer troops. Next there should 
be ample preparation of materia! of 
war, keeping pace with the progress 
of military science and avoiding the 
state of unpreparedness in which we 
were found at the outbreak of the last 
war. This should be the business of 
competent men, Thereshould be on ade- 
quate process of selection according to 
merit and effectiveness among the of- 
ficers of the army, so that men of su- 
perior ability and power mvy be placed 
in position of responsibility and a1- 
thority. Fourth, there should be ample 
exercise and training of the army in 
the movements of large bodies ap- 
proximating war conditions. 

It is recommended that an army 
war college be established, including 
the major-general commanding and 
composed of the heads of staff de- 
partments and a number of the ablest 
high ranking offers in the army and 
to this college should be intrusted the 
execution of the plans laid out under 
the above four heads. Every officer 
below the field officers, not a graduate 
of the service schools should receive 
instruction at this college. All staff 
appointments. should thereafter be 
made from the line of the army for 
only_a fixed period of say, four or five 
vears, the older to return to the line 
at the end of that period and these 
staff appointments should be made on 
the war collere records of efficiency 
and fitness. making Allowance for gal- 
lant conduct in the field and excepting 
oniy the technical branches of engi- 
neer, ordnance and. service. 
The present system of promotion by 
seniority should be modified as to of- 
ficers below field rank, by dividing 
promotions between those based on 
seniority and those based on efficiency 
and gallantry. Staff appointments and 
line promotions. other than those for 
seniority, ghould be made by board of 
officers based on efficiency and records.

Further Armed Disturbances Seem 
to Be Imminent—Opposition to the 
New President Rapidly Developing. 
Minister Powell at Port-au-Prince 
Ordered to Investigate. 


[A. P. DAY REPORT.) | 

KINGSTON (Jamaica,) Dec. 1.—[By 
West Indian Cable.] Domingan mail 
advices under date of November 26 re- 
port a condition of incipient popular 
unrest, threatening further armed dis-_ 
turbances. Apparently the acts of the 
Jiminez administration, particularly 
relative to financial matters, instead of 
winning the confidence and approval 
of the majority of the leaders of the 
national movement which gave Jiminez 
practically a bloodless victory over the 
followers of Heureaux, are exciting 
popular suspicion and distrust, and 
armed opposition is rapidly developing 
for the purpose of enforcing popular 
The advices fur- 
ther alleged that the American Im- 
provement Company also opposes Jimli- 
nez’s policy, and inclines to moral sym- 
pathy, if not open support, of the popu- 
lar demands. 

POWELL TO INVESTIGATE. 
[A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 1.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington says in- 
structions have been sent to Minister 
Powell at Port-Au-Prince, directing 
him to proceed jo Santo Domingo and 
make an investif&ation to determine the 
stability of the Jiminez government, 
Minister Powell will also make repre- 
sentations to Gen. Jiminez to ascer- 
tain his ‘intentions with respect to the 
continuance of the concessions made 
by the late Heureaux government to 
which con- 
trolled the finances of the island, and 
to other Americans. Unless such con- 
cessions are recognized, it is extremely 
doubtful that this government will rec- 
ognize President Jiminez’s administra- 
tion. 

One of the results of the accession of 
Jiminez to the Presidency will be that 
the little republic will not push the 
claim.for damages growing out of the 
Fanita expedition, which it contem- 
plated during the Heureaux adminis< 
tration. The Fanita was the alleged 
filibustering steamer which left Mobile, 
Ala., May 24, 1898, for Santo Domingo. 

The Republic of Santo Domingo has 
been financed in Wall street by a syn- 
dicate of Americans known as the 
Santo Domingo Improvement Company, 
since 1893. One of the leading spirits 
of the syndicate is Smith M. Weed. 
This syndicate collects the customs and 
distributes the revenues. 

Trouble has occurred in the republic 
owing to the Mexican silver and domes- 


tic coin forming a bulk of the circu-. 
lating dium. About a year ago the 
republic began to issue bank notes, 


which finally reached the sum of §3,- 
600,000, and brought about the recent 
revolution. Since Jiminez became 
President overtures have been made by . 
one or more French syndicates to as- 
sist in financing the republic.

CHICAGO, Dec. 1.—A special to the 
Record from the City of Mexico says 
that in accordance with the proclama- 
tion issued by President McKinley, a 
Thanksgiving service was held yester- 
day at the Union Evangelical Church. 
The Rev. Dr. John W. Butler read the 
Thanksgiving proclamation, and the 
Rev. Benjamin 8S. Haywood of the 
Pachuca Methodist Mission preached 
the sermon. Other Protestant minis- 
ters participated, and the combined 
choirs of the various churches sang. 
The decorations consisted of Mexican 
and California fruits and flowers, and 
the flag of the two countries.

Fr" MUSICAL EVENT AT THE LOS 
ANGELES THEATER. 

With an orchestral . association to 
back it, the Los Angeles Symphony Or- 
chestra has arrived financially. Judg- 
ing by the exquisite feminine array yes- 
terday afternoon at the Los Angeles 
Theater, it would seem also to have 
arrived sqcially.

PHOENIX. (Ariz.,) Nov. 26.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] Phoenix will open her 
Cowboy and Indian Carnival Monday, 
December 4, and will continue its 
glories for the space of five days. The 
carnival is going to be a great affair. 
The city never does things by haives. 
Contributed funds on hand aggregate 
$6500, and to this amount are to be 
added the receipts from the grand 
stands and from street privileges. The 
coin supply will be ample. The peop'e 
will do the rest. They will extend to the 
visitor the glad hand and will keep him 
vastly amused during his stay. It is 
not likely the city will lose any money 
through its reception of a host of 
strangers. But, atthe same timeit has 
been determined that the stranger wiil 
be given his nreney’s worth. Every- 
thing, except the grand stands, is to be 
free, in the amusement fine. Not a cus- 
tomary price—and the city, is one of 
notable cheap prices—is to be raised 


during carnival week. And there wiii 


be plenty of room for all comers, for 
the capacity of Arizona’s metropolis 
seems almost limitless. The crowd itself 
will be worth coming many leagues to 
see. 

Though the name adopted for the 
carnival is not a peculiarly joyous one, 
it nevertheless advertises. what will 
will be

WATER FIGHT. 
BOARD OF TRADE TAKES A HAND. 

PHOENIX (Ariz.,) Nov. 24.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] The meeting called 
at the Operahouse by the Board of 
Trade for the selection of a committee 
to report:on new waterworks, was far 
different in tone from that lately held 
in the Courthouse. It was a calm, de- 
liberative body, with absolutely no dis- 
order. Maj. J. W. Evans, a pronounced 
bond-issue man, presided. A commit- 
tee of twenty was selected to report 
names general eitizens’*-eommit- 
tee. The names reported and accepted 
were: W. B. Lount, Dr. W. W. Hib- 
bard, F. M. Mognett, J. W. Evans, P. 
T. Hurley, L. H. Goodrich, C. .Camp- 
bell, Warwick Scott. The several sec- 
tions of the city are supposed,to be 
represented on the commitiee. There 
was absolutely no opposition, and the 
spirit of the community seemed to be 
well represented by a resolution offered 
by Dr. Hibbard and unanimously Car- 
ried: “That the Phoenix bKoard of 
Trade be thanked for pulling Phoenix 
out of a hole.” 

The committee is. already at work, 
preparing to secure estimates on an 
adequate municipal system of water- 
works. It is probable the sewerage 
proposition will be separately sub- 
mitted to the taxpayers. The commit- 
tee is working under difficulties. If 
the bond issue specified be only $200,000, 
it is expected that the additions will 
vote in the negative, because of fear 
that the amount will be sufficient only 
to provide a service for the main parts 
of the city. On the contrary, if double 
the sum be suggested, there is fear the 
taxpayer voter will shy at its magni- 
tude. The Phoenix Water Company has 
turned to the advertising columns of 
the local dailies for defense,.and avers: 
“The Phoenix Water Company stands 
ready to enlarge its mains and improve 
its plant, in order to give adequate 
service to the city and its additions, as 
soon as the company has assurances 
that the capital already invested will 
be protected. No corporation can be 
expected to put in new capital when the 
money it has already invested is threat- 
ened with confiscation.”

NEHEMIAH XIII:15-22. 
THE CONNECTION. 


Years have passed since that great 
‘say of the reading of the law by Ezra. 
Following that day they entered into a 
covenant to observe the law Of God by 
avoiding entanglements with foreigners 
in marriage, social and commercial re- 
lations, by keeping the Sabbath day 
and the Sabbath year, and by main- 
taining the services of the temple. 

The book of God wrotght a great 
revolution; the great men behind ‘the 
book made it effective; the people were 
keyed up to a high pitch, and were re- 
sponsive to the book and the men. All 
went well until Nehemiah returned to 
Persia, 433 B. C., and a heathen Persian 
filled his office. Then came dissension 
and disintegration; the secular arm no 
longer supported the puritan party; 
Nehemiah was not there with his re- 
Sistiess personal power; priestly 
enemies of Ezra, with wealth, social 
position, hereditary prestige and politi-+ 
cal iniluence, opposed. Again they 
mingled with foreigners, socially, re- 
ligiously and commercially; an oppos- 
ing aristocratic party called Zadokites, 
which became the Sadducee party, was 
formed under the High Priest Eliashib; 
again the laws were all violated. Their 
condition is well described in the book 
of Malachi, who lived and preached at 
that time. 

After the death of Ezra, Nehemiah, 
Who must have heard of the sad state 
of werusa!em and was probably sent for, 
obtained permission to resume his work 
at Jerusalem. He found that Eliashib 
had given a chamber of the temple to 
Tobiah, the Ammonite, and he turned 
the enemy out, thus publicly humliating 
the Zadokite party. He renewed the 
giving of titles and the service of the 


temple. He restored the desecraied 
Sabbath. 
THE LESSON. 
‘The Sabbath Horribly Desecrated.’’* (Verses 
15-16 


“In those days saw I in Judah some 
treading wine presses on the Sabbath, 
and bringing in sheaves, and lading 
asses therewith; as also wine, grapes 
and figs, and all manner of burdens, 
which they brought into Jerusalem on 
the Sabbath day wherein they sold vic- 
tuals. There dwelt men of Tyre also 
therein, which brought in fish, and all 
manner of ware, and sold on the Sab- 
bath unto the. children of Judah and‘in 
Jerusalem.’ 

It must be confessed that the Jews 
would find it difficult to properly op- 
serve the Sabbath. The example of the 
heathen population around thém was 
against it. They could not fully keep 
up trade and social fellowship with 
them and keep the Sabbath. They let 
the holy day go. They did more than 
that, not only lowered it to the level 
of other days, but sank it down lower 
still. They did the usual work, such as 
treading out the juice from the grapes 
in their presses to make wine, for that 
was the way they got the juice pressed | 
out, repugnant as it now is to our care- 
fully cultured, present-day tastes, on 
the Sabbath day; they made their lab- 
orers work that day as usual; they took 
special advantage of the-day for money |» 
getting, and made it a market day for 
their crops, bringing their ‘‘sheaves,”’ 
rather ‘‘theaps,”’ of produce of all kinds, 
grains and fruits, on asses into the city 
for market. Whatever of opportunity 
the Sabbath made for them, they took 
advantage of it for their personal gain, 
thus trading on their religious institu- 
tions. That made their treatment of 
the day the more heinous. 

But perhaps the worst feature of it 
was that they accepted the foreigners” 
estimate of the day, just as We are 
coming to accept the estimate that KEu- 
ropean immigrangs put upon the day ast 
our country, for the same considera- 
tion—-money. That was cowardly, sor- 
did, irreverent, disobedient, blasphem- 
ous in them; itis so with us. The trad- 
ers from Tyre, and, no doubt, from 
other Phenician towns, had their agents 
in Jerusalem with good seats,in, the 
market. They drove a-fine business, 
not only with fish, but with their fa- 
mous dyes and some works of art which 
the Jews could not produce, but very 
much_ prized. 

II. 
“Flow the Sabbath Was Restored.”’ 
17-5 22.) 

“Then I contended with the nobles of 
Judah, and said unto them, what evil 
thing is this that ye do, and profane 
the Sabbath day? Did not your fathers 
thus, and did not our God bring all 
this evil upon us, and upon the city? 
Yet ye bring more wrath upon Israel 
by profaning the Sabbath. And it 
came to.pass that, when the gates of 
Jerusalem began to be dark before the 
Sabbath, I commanded that the doors 
should be shut, and commanded that 
they should not be opened until after 
the Sabbath; and some of my servants 
set I over the gates, that there should 
no burden be brought in on the fab- 
bath day. Some of the merchants and 
sellers of all kind of ware lodged with- 
out’ Jerusalem once or twice. Then I 
testified against them, and said unto 
them, why lodge ye about the wall? 
If ye do so again, I will lay hands on 
you. From tiat time forth come they 
no more on the Sabbath. And I com- 
manded the Levites that they should 
purify themselves, and that they should 
come and keep the gates, to sanctify 
the Sabbath day. Remember unto me, 
O my God, this also, and spare me ac- 
cording to the greatness of Thy 
mercy.’ 

With terrific earnestness, but with 
cool-headed wisdom, he set about de- 
estroying the evil practice and_ incul- 
cating the Sabbath-keeping spirit. He 
_ began, not with the Tyrians, but with 
his own people, for let their conscience 
once be aroused and they would make 
short work of the lawlessness of the 
foreigner.

He appealed to their fear Jf pun- 
ishment and to their love for. their 
families, their friends, théir na- 
tion in warning thera of the just wrath 
that is falling, and to fall, on them 
Such appeal to reason, conscience, love 
and fear could scarcely fail of its pur- 
pose, yet it did fail, in part. He held the 
Jews of the city back from the bold 
est forms of Sabbath breaking, but they 
took no steps to prevent its desecration 
by the foreigners. Then Nehemian him- 
self took it up with the Tyrians, and in 
doing so, frightened the Jews into line 
It was no longer persuasion; it was 
authority. He preferred moral suasion; 
that having failed, he fell back on his 
reserved power. He did it handsomely, 
too. He used his authority on the Ty- 
rians in two ways. First, when he had 
the gates shut Friday evening before 
dark, he gave commandments to his 
own servants to keep them. shut all 
through the Sabbath day; whereas, 
they had formerly been opened for the 
benefit of the traders, Jews and Ty- 
rians._The merchants, never dreaming 
that Nehemiah really ‘meant to do as 
he threatened, camped that night ready 
for a brisk business next day. But the 
closed gate and some _ resolute, well- 
armed guards greeted them next day. 
They. were, no doubt, indignant at ‘this 
presumptuous interference with their 
rights, just as all Sabbath-breakers and 
all other evil-doers resent our attempts 
to preserve our laws and thus proteét 
ourselves and secure their own safety. 
They supposed the quarantine was a 
sort of spasm of virtue, and came back 
the next Sabbath expecting to find the 
spasm spent and the gates open, but 
this time there were the same shut gate 
and the same well-armed guards, and 
more—Nehemiah himself threatening to 
bring the long, heavy arm of the Per- 
sian government down on them. There 
is irony in the fact that Persian ser- 
vants helped compel the Jews to en- 
force their own best laws; there is hu- 
mor in the way Nehemiah tells us what 
he said to them and how it had the 
desired effect; there is fine sense of 
having done right in the face of diffi- 
culties in the words with which he 
asks God to put this to his credit. 
Next comes precautions against a re- 
lapse into Sabbath breaking. It was just 
as impomant to see that it did not 
occur again as it was to stop it. His was 
the double method, of preparing a body 
of trained and purified teachers of the 
law and setting men to guard the 


gates against any further intrusion of 
the Sabbath-breaker. His method is 
curative and- preventive. 

Thus, there began that rigid enforce- 
ment of external law which grew faster 
than the internal spirit of obedience. | 
and became the cruel legalism of the 
time of Christ. 

That day is a universal need and of 
universal obligation. The only way to 
secure a Sabbath rest for all is to have 
a Sabbath law for all. The day from the 
beginning carried several ideas—rest, 
one day in seven; commemoration of 
the finished work of creation: anticipa- 
tion of the rest above. Since Christ 
came, and since through inspired apos- 
tles, the first, instead of the seventh, is

MANY PEOPLE ARRIVING. 


TWO THOUSAND A WEEK COMING. 
ORANGE SHIPMENTS. 

Railroad say that not in ten 

years have numbers of people com- 


men 
the 


ing into California been as great as 
this fall, Four excursion parties this 
week brought in an aggregate ‘of 270 
people, and of' these 60 to 75 per cent. 
were for Southern California. The 
Santa Fé runs in four limited trains a 
week here, and these easily average 
sixty to the train, or 240 per week. 
The regular overland Santa’Fé trains 
are made up of six to eight coachés 
each day, with 100 to 126 people to 
the train. The Southern Pacific brings 
passengers in over both the Central 
Bacific and over the Sunset route, 


It looks 
a week 


making two big trains a day. 
as if not less than 2000 persons 
are coming into California. 

There is great danger of breaking 
the . eastern orange market. On 
Wednesday night the Santa Fé hauled 
a train of forty cars 6ver the moun- 
tains in the Cajon Pass, thirty-six of 
which were loaded with oranges. 
other four cars were loaded 
vegetables. Thursday night the train 
had eighteen cars of oranges on. it. 
The Southern Pacific is hauling a good 
many carloads of oranges also. The 
news of the Santa Fé train wrecked 
at Isleta, N. M., on Thursday, as re- 
ported at headquarters here, corrects 
some errors in the dispatches. It was 
the east-bound passenger train, and 
not the west-bound, which ran_ into 
the freight. The engine of the pas- 
senger train was damaged to the ex- 
tent of $100, and on the freight. the 
caboose and two coal cars were some- 
what smashed, the total damage to 
both trains being put at $1700.

CHINAMEN ACQUITTED. 


FOUND NOT GUILTY OF DOING A 
LOTTERY BUSINESS. 

ef Ching Wing and three 
other Chinamen, charged with selling 
lottery tickets at No. 108 South Los 
Angeles street, went to the jury in 
Justice Morgan’s court at 7 o'clock last 
night without argument, the greater 
part of four days having been 
sumed in the trial.

There is a drug 
store in front, conducted by Dr. Wo 
Sang, who is now in San Francisco, 
and the lottery business is alleged to 
have been conducted in the rear. The 
prosecution based its claim that Ching 
Wing is the owner of the place upon 
the fact that he went security for the 
lights to the electric company. He 
denied having an interest in the place, 
and sajd that he guaranteed the elec- 
trie company against loss merely to 
oblige his friend, Dr. Wo Sang, who 


was not considered sufficient security 
by the company. The defense also 


claimed that, if lottery tickets were 
sold in the rear of the drug store, it 
was done by a Chinaman who left the 


city immediately after the arrest of 
Ching Wing et al. bes 
The jury retired at 7 wtehuen last 


night and at 11 o’clock returned a ver- 
dict acquitting all of the defendants. 
On the first ballot Ching Wing and 
Jin Jin were found not guilty, but five 
of the jurors thought that the other 
Chinamen should be held for active 
participation in the conduct of the lot- 
tery. Shortly after receiving further 
instructions from. the court the verdict 
was agreed upon.
